22 NAMES AT ONE ADDRESS 


JUDGES REFUSED TO 


SCRATCH THEM OFF. 


SAYS 


Witness Declared Only One Man Lived 
at 2136 Walnut Street and That 
the Occupant of the Factory 
So Admitted. 


Slow progress was made in’ the Wagon- 
er-Butler contest hearing today. It was 
ll o'clock when the proceedings opened. 

William D. Koch of 3706 Marchester, liv- 
ing in the Thirteenth precinct of the Twen- 
ty-third ward, testified to irregularities on 
election day. He saw 25 negroes at his 
polling place whom he was positive did not 
live in the precinct. 

On cross-examination witness admitted 
he was not acquainted with: all the voters 
of his precinct. He knows about 250 voters, 
and there are probably 1000 whom he does 
nof know. 

Mr. Koch was not familiag with dissen- 
sions among the Twelfth district Republi- 
cans; never heard of E. H. Loffhagen. 

Subsequently \witness stated he under- 
stood Loffhagen was.a candidate, but with- 
drew in the interest of harmony. 

He wus not a politician, and js allied 
with no Republican faction. 

He thought the election was a one-sided 
affair; that the Democrats had the best of 
the situation. 


THE SECOND WITNESS. 
George Lourtrey, 3730 Manchester avenue, 
is well acquainted in the Thirteenth pre- 
einct of the Twenty-third ward, having 
lived there 43 years. In his judgment the 
precinct contains 25 negroes. 
day he saw approximately 50 negroes at the 


polling place, . 
file. It was the common impression in the 
neighborhood that these men had no right 


to vote. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Butler, he de- 
clared that he could not testify that there 
are only 25 negroes in the precinct. His 
testimony was based upon personal ob- 
servation. Nobody told him the negroes 
were not entitled to vote, but that was his 
best opinion. 

He is a Republican, but not a partisan 
Prior to the last election he was aware o 
a Republican split and did not think th 
differences benefited that party. Witness 
could not say whether all Republicans in hig 


precinct voted. 

The first witness before Notary Saunders 
was L. J. Hoeslie, a teamster. 2016 Market 
street. He served as Republican judge at 
Precinct 4, Ward 1. on election day. 
He testified that the premises at 2136 Wal- 
niit street is occupied as’a soda water 
factory. Ben Rosenthal is the only person 
living there. Witness has Hved in the 
neighborhood over twenty years. Rosen- 
thal told him that he was the only occu- 
pant at 2136 Walnut street. Witness did 
ret know how many rooms the house con- 
tains. The registration list shows 22 voters 
liying there, 


PROTESTED REPEATING. 

Witness did not know whether more than 
one person voted from that number, Wit- 
néss said that he protested against repeat- 
ing at the Fourth precinct seven or eight 
times on election day 

On cross-examinat on by Mr. Rowe. wit- 
ness said the only illegal voting at his pre- 
cinct on election  ! was from 2136, so far 
as he knew, and the only way he knew 
they were illegal was because only one 
man lived at that number. 

H. Cohner, 2029 Market street, testified 
he was a Republican clerk at Precinct 4, 
Ward 14, on election day. He assisted in 
shape the registration list of that pre- 
cinct fe sald he visited 2136 Walnut street, 
from where 22 persons were registered. It 
was the second day of the registration. He 
saw Mr. Rosenthal, who lives at that num- 


ber 

“What did he say?’ 

“He said no one lived there but himself 
and his family,.”’ 

Witness says he told the judges of elec- 
tion that 21 of the persons registered from 
2136 Walnut street did not live there, but 
they refused to scratch' them off. On elec- 
tion day, witness testified, Mr. Rosenthal 
did not vote, but nineteen or twenty votes 
were cast from 2136-Walnut street. 

On cross-txamination witness admitted 
that he signed the election returns. Wit- 
ness said he did not challenge any voters 
because that was the duty of the pose 
‘He simplv acted in the capacity of clerk 
Witness Gohner said he knew none of 
the persons regestered from 2136 Walnut 
street. He said he sent notices to all 
names registered from there, to come 
around on revision day, but none of them 
reported. The names, however, were voted 
upon election day.

LIVED ON BARRIGER'S BOUNTY 


IMAGINED RAILROAD OFFICES 
CONSPIRED AGAINST HIM. 


Slayer of Popular Civil Engineer Be- 
lieved to Have Been Wrecked 
by Whisky and Drugs. 


An inquest over the body of John W. 
Barriger, who was murdered by Thompson 
Morton yesterday, will be held Monday 
morning at 10 o'clock. 

Morton's attempt to kill himself by taking 
poison was unsuccessful. He admitted this 
morning he took the poison while he was 
being held on the floor, just after he 
stabbed Barriger. 

Police investigations reveal the fact that 
the murderer, once a talented civil enginéer, 
has become a moral degenerate who ex- 
pected others to provide him with an easy 
means of earning a living. Whisky and 
perhaps drugs have brought about‘the de- 
terioration in his character. 

There was no rational motive for the 
crime. It is the theory of the police, how- 
ever, that Morton, just before he stabbed 
Barriger, had asked him to’ die him money 
or to get him a job, and, upon Barriger's 
refusal, plunged the knife into his body, 
aiming at the heart. 

In his cell at the City Hospital Morton is 
as reticent as he was yesterday as to why 
he killed the man who had befriended him. 
The police believe that Morton's equivocal 
statements yesterday that he would not 
explain his motive were mere incoherent 
attempts to make believe that he really had 
some reason to be angry with Barriger; 
that after Morton committed the crime he 
realized how dastardly and utterly un- 
justifiable it would appear if he told the 
truth and said he had killed his friend be- 
cause an unreasonable request had been re- 
fused. 

Dr, Nietert, superintendent of the City 
Hospital, has talked with Morton a great 
deal, and is inclined to believe the man’s 
mind is affected. Morton would lie on his 
back and make incoherent replies to ques- 
tions, and a few rainutes afterward would 
revert to the same auestion again, and, In 
a rambling way, give another kind of a 
reply. 

A man who said he had been a college 
friend of Morton's called on him at the 
hospital last evening, and the two had a

Mortgop said he had obtained the 
poison several days ago, and that he had 
used it as a medicine. 

He went on to tell Dr. Nietert how he had 
arried the tablets loose in his pockets, 

nd that when the attaches of Rarriger’s 
office were holding him on the floor and 
kicking him he reached in his pocket and 
got the tablets, which he swallowed. He 
said he was lying face downward at the 
time. and the clerks were so busy in making 
sure Hie did not escape that they did not 
him s!'p the poison into his mouth.

MAY HAVE WANTED MONEY. 

No one knows whether Morton asked for 
money or work just before he committed 
the cowardly act, but it is the theory of 
the clerks in the office of the St. Louis, 
Memphis & Southeastern, where the mur- 
der was committed, that Morton wanted 
money. -They point out the fact that “Bar- 
riger was not the man to whom an appli- 
cation for employment should be made. 

Chief Engineer Gavin, who hires all the 
engineers sent from St. Louis, never. saw 
Morton until he saw him on top of Bar- 
riger, knife in hand, 

The only part Barriger could have taken 
in giving Morton employment was to rec- 
ommend him and to apprise him of vacan- 
cies, of which Barriger would be likely to 
learn. 

Barriger already had promised to notify 
Morton promptly if he heard of any va- 
cancy, but Morton called at Barriger’s of- 
fice two or three times a week. The pur- 
pose of such calls is presumed to have been 
to get enough money to defray his’ living 
expenses. 

This theory is corroborated by the clerk 
at the Oxford Hotel, Seventh and St. 
Charles streets, where Morton stayed be- 
fore he went to the Globe Hotel, 112 North 
Sixth street. 

At the Oxford it is stated that Morton 
had said more than once that. he would go 
to see a friend and get money enough to 
pay for his room, and that he often went 
out and returned in a few minutes with the 
room rent. 

Morton first stopped at the Oxford Hotel 
last October. It is said that he drank only 
a few glasses. of beer while he was there, 
and sometimes was hear to sing songs. 
When he went: away he told an employe 
of the hotel he had to move. He was 
there for a few days and then departed, 
returning in about a week. Off and on he 
stayed at the Oxford until Dec. 12, when 
he told an employe of the hotel that he 
had to move to a cheaper place, but He 
would retirn again as soon as he had seen 
a friend.

WAS MOODY AT HOTEL. 

In great contrast to Morton's demeanor 
at the Oxford is the way he acted at the 
Globe Hotel. While he was at that house 
he sat with his head in his hands pr spent 
his time figuring, writing and reading. He 
had very little to say to any of tha other 
lodgers. Wednesday evening he was un- 
usually moody. While in the office of the 
Globe Hotel that evening he put his foot 
on a rickety chair and smashed. it. 

The clerk told him he would better get an 
ax, and Mortor replied he would if

good nature, and seldom had a harsh word |}-

the off_ics who ever had anything to do 
with Morton, and it was characteristic of 
Barriger’s kindly disposition that his mere 
acquaintance with Morten when they had 
worked together induced him to. make ef- 
forts to obtain work for the man, and to 
give him enough money to live on from 
time to time, 

A characteristic incident illustrating the 
vaciating mind of the mif{dedrer was 
learned this morring. 

Thursday Morton went to the offices of 
the Frisco railwey in the Commercia! 
building and called on Assistant Chief En- 
gineer Taylor, who had met him, and 
knowing him to have been once a compe- 
tent railway man, tolerated him. 


TALKED AGAINST BARRIGER. 

On the occasion of this visit, however, 
Morton started to say some things uncom- 
plimentary to Barriger, and«Taylor stopped 
him immediately. Knowing how Barriger 
had befriended Morton, Taylcf was angry. 
Morton, receiving a harsh reply from Tay- 
lor, left the offive, but he returned pres- 
ently and said that perhaps he was miistak- 
en about HMarriger. 

“I Gon’t consi¢er myself the only enai- 
neer in the world,” said Morton, thus. in- 
dicating that what he had been going to 
say about Barvriger related to some dis- 
agreement about work. 

Morten then showed Taylor a lettar 
which, he said, he was going to send ‘to the 
chief engineers of railwags in St. Louis. 
The letter had been written for Morton by 
a stenographer, but was almost incoherent. 
In it Morton made the declaration, that the 
railways had conspired against him, ard 
would not give him work. It stated that 
Morton owed about $400 in St. Louis, and 
that if any of the engineers would give 
him work he would turn over his salary to 
pay that $00, ahd when it was paid would 
gct out of railroading forever. 

Attached to this letter was a recom- 
mendati.n from Barriger, but it “was an 
cld one. 

Taylor told Morton it was useless to 
send such a letter as an application fer 
eanployment and Morton Jeft. He seemed 
to be partly irrational, and Taylor says he 
smelled liquor on Moarton’s breath.

DAUGHTER DISCOVERED THEM 


SHE HELD YOUNG DESPERADOES 
AT BAY SEVERAL MINUTES. 


One of Them Was Captured—Lads Reg- 
istered Last Night at Columbia 
Hotel on Chestnut Street— 

Girl Saw Them Climbing 
Into Another Room. 


Four daring boys, supposed to be bur- 
glars,.were held at bay by a plucky girl for 


several minutes at the Columbia Hotel, 904 
Chestnut street, this morning, but all except 
one of them managed to escape after stab- 
bing both Joseph’Jelica and his wife, pro- 
prietors of the hotel. The wounds of the 
Jelicas are not dangerous. 


*The desperate efforts of the youths to get 
away,haye made the police believe that 
they are the ones who robbed the Bates 
Hotel, Ninth and Pine streets, recently. 

Last evening four boys registered at the 
Columbia Hotel. They wrote these names 
on the register, Wesley Simon, William 
Smith, Frank Smith and John Smith. Two 
of them were assigned to rooms on the 
second floor and two t6 a room on the third 
floor. 

Early this morning Miss Emma Jelica, 
daughter of the proprietor of the notel, 
tried the door of a room ccupied by a reg- 
ular patron of the house, named McLeod. 

The door was locked, and she knew that 
McLeod had gone out, therefore she 
thought there was something ‘wrong. 

Just then one of the lads opened the 
door of an adjoining room, and, she says, 
she saw two of them crawling through a 
window which opened into ‘the room occu- 
pled by McLeod, 


She “taxed the boy at the door with try- 
ing to rob McLeod's room, but he de- 
nied it. 

“You'll have to stay here until I call an 
officer,’’ said the girl. 

She screamed, and when ‘Mrs. Jelica ap- 
peared at the foot of the stairs she was 
sent for a policeman. When Mrs. Jelica 
was part way down the steirs the boy who 
had registered as W. John Smith, dashed 
by both the girl and her mother, but Jelica 
himself was at the foot of the stairs, and 
caught the boy. 

William Wallace, a isahver, was asked to 
hold the prisoner. Wallace took charge of 
him, but the boy drew a knife and threat- 
ened Wallace until Wallace decided to let 
him go. 

Meanwhile Jelica had gone upstairs to 
help his daughter detain the others, while 
Mrs. Jelica went on her way for an of- 
ficer.

Born and bred for a parish 
priest in Ireland, he had come to this 
country and failen upon evil days, being 
giad to get a job at street digging. Presi- 
dent Quincy, passing one day, was amazed 
to see a red head emerge from a trench and 
quote in excellent Latin the lines from the 
Bucolics concerning the pleasures of the 
husbandman. He took the orator into his 
own service, but finding him perhaps too 
much of a dful, turned him over to the 
Law School. Here he became an autocrat. 
His professional duties, as popularly un- 
derstood, he limited to opening the doors 
in the morning and locking them at night. 
He was deeply aggrieved if asked even to 
replace library books’ left on the tables, 
and seizing on the maxim so frequently 
used in torts, modified it to sult his own 
purpose thus: “Sic utere libris ut me non 
laedas."" But he invented other and 
higher duties. He attended all the lec- 
tures, and subsequently gave the speaker 
the benefit of his criticiam, on both deliv- 
ery and doctrine. He exercised a general 
supervision over all matters connected with 
the school, and in his later years became 
a terror to every one in or near it.

{SENTENCED TO FIVE YEARS. 


BERSCH HAS NOW TEN YEARS’ 
IMPRISONMENT OVER- 
HANGING HIM. 


Motion for New Trial Was Filed and 
Defendants Were Released on 
Bond Pending Hearing 
of the Petition. 


The special jury inpanelled to hear the 
bribery charges against Charles J, Denny, 
Charlies Gutke, John A. Sheridan, Edmund 
Bersch and T) Ed Albright returned a ver- 
dict of guilty at 6 o'clock last evening and" 
fixed the punishment ot each of the de- 
fendants at five years in the penitentiary. 

Edmund Bersch now has ten years’ im- 
prisonment hanging over his head, for he 
was convicted of perjury in connection witb 
the Suburban bill. 

Charles J. Denny aleo has two years’ 
imprisonment in addition to the punish- 
ment decided upon by the jury yesterday. 
He, too, was convicted of perjury in con- 
nection with the Suburban Dill.’ 

After the jury had been discharged last 
évening by Judge Ryan, counsel for the de- 
ferdants moved for a new trial. The jury 
was not polled. : , 

All of the defendants were admitted tc 
bond pending the hearing of the motion. 
Judge Ryan with Circuit Attorney Folk 
accepted the sureties on the bonds the de- 
fendants had already given. The amount, 
too, was the same, $15,000. 

W. H, O’Brien and James H. Brady 
Signed Albright’s bond. George Eyermann 
and Ed Butler signed for Gutke, Ed But- 
ler signed for Denny, Bersch and Sheridan. 
Sheridan's former bondsman, Martin 
Shaughnessy, ‘s out,of the city. ~ 

The trials required hve days, and the evi- 
dence was practically the same as that 
given in the trial of John H. Schnettler. 
It went over the ground already covered in 
the former: trials of Meysenberg, Denny, 
Rersch, Faulkner and Lehmann. 

The men were charged with bribery in 
connection with the lighting bill. 

Judge Krum, in Sheridan's case, relied 


upon the fact that the state’s own evi- 
dence showed Sheridan wa... not a duly 
constituted member of the House of Dele- 
gates, but in overruling a demurrer Judge 
Ryan declared Sheridan to be a de facto 
member and responszible for his acts. 

Each side by agreement restricted itself 
to one hour’s argument. Mr. Bishop opened 
for the state and was followed by Mr. Ma- 
roney. Mr. Rassfeur began for the defense 
and Mr. Gernez closed. Their arguments 
were pleas to the jury to disregard the 
statements made by persons who were seif- 
confessed members of the boodlers’ com- 
bine.

Mrs. Olive Morgan is celebrating today 
her eightieth birthday at the home of her 
daughter, Mrs. Belle White of 3359 Pine 
street. In her honor her daughters, Mrs.
